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REV. C. H. SPURGEON. 
‘rom “ Sketch of the Life and Ministry of the Rev. C. H. Spurgeon.” 


Popular favor has seldom been shown to any man so extensively, 
and so spontaneously, as it has been to the Rev. Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon. Although some of the worst feelings of human nature have 
long been in active exercise to check the benevolent labors of this 
philanthropic youthful divine, yet an overseeing and an overruling 
Providence has directed the issue. The favors of friends and the 
frowns of foes have together resulted in promoting the great work for 
which this modern Whitefield seems especially raised up, namely, to 











preach the gospel ina manner which shall secure its welcome to the 
hearts of multitudes who have hitherto disregarded it. 

Many have been the inquiries which have been made respecting Mr. 
Spurgeon’s antecedents. One asks to which of the universities he be- 
longs; another wonders how so young a man obtained holy orders; a 
third puts the question plainly,—Who ordained the young man? 
page would not suffice to enumerate the interrogatives we have our- 
selves heard from all classes of people; from the plain-spoken English- 
man, from the penetrating Scotchman, from the mirthfal son of Erin, 
and from not a tew of our transatlantic brethren. Indeed we have had 
this kind of verbal investigation continued, with the greatest possible 
relish by the inquirer, for an hour together, without any apparent abate- 
ment in interest. In some instances, the desire for information has led 
to a succession of queries so varied and so strange, that a prudent man 
would rather remain silent than try to satisfy such prurient curiosity, 
In this great London, thousands of voices have repeated the question in 
one day—*“ Who is this Spurgeon?” and, to many, a negative was not 
an answer; so that where positive information of a reliable kind could 
not be obtained, imagination has too often supplied its place, to the in- 
jury of both the subject of this sketch, and the work in which he is 
engaged, So intense was the desire for information respecting Mr. 
Spurgeon during several months, that whoever would risk a few pages 
of biographical anecdotes, historical incidents, or doctrinal peculiarities, 
at the price of a penny, was sure to sell the work by thousands. These 
transient phantoms have now all passed away, having satisfied the mere 
inquisitor ; while the seekers after knowledge are still eagerly desiring 
to know more. The number of these is still a multitude. Were it 
otherwise, we should not see, each successive Sunday morning, from 
ten to twelve thousand persons, some from every part of London and its 
expansive suburbs, including many from the provinces, gathered to wor- 
ship in the great Surrey Music Hall. Nor is this spirit of inquiry 
unnatural or wonderful. The wonder would be far greater were it 
otherwise. In the Church of England, such instances of youthfal di- 
vines and youthful oratory are unknown. In the established Church, 
the best read student, the most fluent orator, the soundest divine, or the 
most earnest christian in our universities, must pass his twenty-third 
year before he is allowed to exercise his gifts in publicly calling sinners 
to repentance. Our Southwark divine, on the contrary, before twenty- 
three summers have swept over his head, has not only been allowed to 
preach publicly, and with authority, but with a power and success 
which, considering the shortness of the period, really has no parallel. 
Long before an English churchman is considered of sufficient age and 
discretion to be presented to the bishop for ordination, our modern 
Whitetield has been a successful preacher for several years ; so success- 
ful, indeed, that there are numerous towns and villages in the land in 
which his well-known voice has pealed out its “ come and welcome” to 
congregations numbering not hundreds only, but repeatedly ter. thousand 
persons, and from among whom some hundreds have been gathered out 
of the world and infolded in the church of Christ. 

We have met and conversed with English clergymen who are well 
aware of the secret of the success of this eminent preacher, and who — 
righteously covet, to sume extent, his gifts and his honors. There isa 
charm about the young man which wins the good-will at the least of by 
far the greater majority of those who hear him, The existence of this 
charm is patent to the world, and its influence is already felt in every 
country where the Saxon character and the English language exist. 
There is one country where the good done by this laborious minister 
would not be recognized—-but it is because Italian, not Saxon blood, 
flows in the veins of the inhabitants. 

Mr. Spurgeon’s popularity is both wonderful and natural, There 
exist but few instances, in either ancient or modern times, of men, so 
young, producing an influence for good to his fellow-men on so large a 
scale, asin the instance before us. One of the youngest persons ever 
sent out into the work of the ministry among the Methodists was the 
late learned Dr, Adam Clarke. While yet a “ youth in his teens,” we 
find him appointed toa circuit so wide, that he had to preach in a differ- 
ent place, once at the least, during every day in each successive month, 
Although tall in person, yet so slender, he was generally denominated 
“the little boy” preacher. There are many points of resemblance in 
the early preaching career of this eminent scholar, divine, and Christian, 
to those connected with Mr. Spurgeon. The almost tender years of 
both preachers prompted many to go and hear for themselves. In both 
cases, large multitudes of young persons of both sexes gathered together 
and formed a large proportion of the preacher’s audience. In both 
cases many persons of age and experience stood aloof for a time, throw- 
ing out inuendoes, cautions, and warnings, and in both cases such men 
lived long enough to acknowledge their error. 

Another preacher among the Wesleyans presents to us, in some 
respects, a parallel case to Mr. Spurgeon’s. Of the Rev. Richard Wat- 
son, we read, that “impelled by a conviction of duty, and an intense 
zeal for the spiritual good of mankind, the day after he was fifteen 
years of age, Richard Watson preached his first sermon in a cottage 4 
few miles from Lincoln.” Le continued to preach, prompted by the

same excellent motives, with great success, for nearly forty years. 
There is, however, one point in the cases of these preachers which de- 
serves notice more particularly. In many points, the career of these 
two young Methodist preachers, and the young Baptist minister, very 
nearly agree ; in age, learning, zeal, piety, and success, they are all three 
remarkable, and are very near parallels. In the opposition to which 
they were all subject, and the persecution which was carried on against 
them with a very high hand, they are not dissimilar, excepting in this 
particular. The persecutors of the last century were the ordained 
clergy ; Mr. Spurgeon’s persecutors are—not the clergy, though report 
represents some of them as jealous, others as envious—but persecution 
has come only from the press, or from that portion of it which would 
like to make religion a lifeless formality, and which shrinks alike from 
both censcience and eternity. The clergy of our day not only do not 
persecute the Southwark evangelist, they rather seek and embrace 
every occasion which offers to go and hear for themselves, and where 
they can not go and hear, we know that very many of them read Mr. 
Spurgeon’s published discourses with great satisfaction and pleasure. 
Here then we think we have an instance of true greatness, a young 
divine, whose powerful voice, whose untiring zeal, whose ardent love of 
his work, prompt him to “labors more abundant” in trying to do yood 
alike to the bodies and the souls of the greatest number of his fellow- 
creatures. 

In the late Rev. William Jay, we have another instance of a very 
young man giving himself to the service of the ministry. In an old, 
almost forgotten book, called “ The Triumph of Faith,” we find a refer- 
ence to the employment of young Jay, at abont the age of sixteen, in 
publicly proclaiming the truths of the gospel to perishing sinners. — Ilis 
career of usefulness, on a large scale, continued for more than half a 
century. Nor is our good friend of New Park street alone in our own 
times, as a very young man, raised up by Almighty God to rouse the 
slumbering churches of England. Pastors of churches! ye who have 
had flocks without increase for many years past, God calls you, by the 
example of these young men, to try the power of faith—living, acting 
faith. Try it! God has owned and prospered the zealous labors of 
these young men, and he will continne to own them. Inmitate their 
example. Let your motto be—onwards! Faith is a very powerful 
agency; use it, test it, exhaust it if you can; faith removes mountains, 
and “laughs at impossibilities.” 

Great revivals of religion have generally emanated from the zeal 
pains-taking, and self-denial of young persons. The two Wesleys were 
young when, one hundred and sixty years ago, they commenced their 
great work, Whitefield was young when his extraordinary labors and 
eloquence were the means of gathering multitudes out of the world and 
enfolding them in the church of Christ. Jay, Clarke, Finney, and many 
others might be named in proof of this point, and such results should be 
looked for more than they have been, as evidence of dutiful obedience 
to that God who, having forgiven much, deserves diligent and earnest 
service in return. 








FRENCH GRAMMAR. 
From “ Handbook of French Literature.” 


It may seem somewhat strange that no one should have attempted 
to write a French Graminar, until Francis I. had been fourteen years 
upon the throne. It is still more strange that the first French grammar 
should have been written by an Englishman, and printed at London, 
John Palsgrave, an eminent scholar, who had studied at Cambridge and 
Oxford and Paris, was employed by Henry VIII. to teach French to the 
Princess Mary, who was to marry Louis XII. in 1514. After the death 
of the French king, the widow was married to Charles Brandon, Duke 
of Suffolk ; and probably at her suggestion, the duke urged Palsgrave to 
prepare a French grammar for the use of the court. Accordingly in 
1530 he published one with the following title, “ L’ Exclarcissement de la 
Langue frangoise.” He is distinguished for his simplicity, clearness, and 
good sense. He says that French was spoken most correctly between 
the Seine and Loire. He alludes to the influence of the courtisanesque 
style upon the pronunciation at Paris. He reproaches the Parisians tor 
calling themselves Pazisiens, and for saying Muzie instead of Marie. 
Most of the rules which he lays down, are as applicable now as they 
were at that time. It is highly probable that he first regularly used the 
acute accent to mark the sharp e. ‘ 

The famous miser and brilliant scholar, Jacques Dubois, surnamed 
Sylvius, equally renowned for his meanness and learning, was the first 
Frenchman who composed a grammar of his language. It was written 
in Latin, and published in 1531. His vanity prompted him to speak as 
a dictator. He invented a new orthography, in which some of the let- 
ters of the alphabet were dropped, and several new characters were in- 
troduced. But the only suggestion of Dubois which has been approved 
By subsequent writers, is the use of the grave accent over the open e. 

In 1550, Louis Meigret, a scholar from Lyons, who had settled in 

















Paris, published, a“ Tretté de la Grammére Franeoize,” in which he 
contended that the orthograplry ought to couferm to the pronunciation, 
The theory was very plensible; but the difficult question at once arose, 
Whose pronunciation should be adopted? The courtiers from the various 
provinces pronounced the same word very differently. Meigret’s attempt 
to introduce a phonographic system met with many insuperable objec- 
tions. Yet it was he who first proposed to write notre blé, arréter, ete., 
in their present form, to substitute y for 7 in such words as moyen, royal, 
rayon, and to use the apostrophe where a vowel is omitted or elided. 

The vexed question of orthography was finally settled in French, as it 
must be in every language, against the party who wished to follow the 
pronunciation. Each generation changes the sound of many words, and 
if the spelling were changed accordingly, the books of one century would 
be as difficult for the next to understand, as the Canterbury Tales of 
Chaiicer are for the children of our day. Besides, the history of a word 
is contained in its form. Its resemblance to its family tells us its origin, 
and if a glance at it carries us back to the home trom which it has come, 
it stands before us filled with new life and clothed with new power. 

Robert Estienne, the father of Henry, published at Geneva during 
his exile a Traiecté de la Grammaire frangoise. This renowned printer 
and scholar followed the plan of systematic works on Latin grammar. 
He traced the constructions and words back to their original source, and 
clearly developed the principles which ought to guide ail writers in their 
use. 
The passionate study of Greek by the French scholars of the sixteenth 
century, produced a visible effect upon the form of words in their ver- 
nacular. They evidently aimed to give a learned and classical air to 
their language. Since each proposed such modifications as suited his 
taste, or most signally displayed his scholarship, we find the most won- 
derful diversity in the spelling of that age. It was also more complicated, 
cumbrous, and pedantic than that of the fifteenth or that of the seven- 
teenth century. If we compare a page of Rabelais with a page of Ramus 
or of Montaigne, and a chapter of either with one of Philippe de Comi- 
nes and one of Bossuet, we shall be surprised to observe how great is 
the difference in the orthography of the three contemporaries, and how 
much more the spelling of the fifteenth century resembles that of the 
seventeenth, than it does that of the intervening sixteenth. It is true 
that the language was enriched by this first contact with the Greek. 
And the classical ardor of Henry Estienne and of the group of scholars 
who clustered around him, probably stayed the invasion of Italian cor- 
ruptions which were then pouring in upon France. They loved the 
Greek, and they asserted the excellence of the French, because it resem- 
bled the Greek more nearly than did the Italian. They accused the 
Italians of having borrowed the chief beauties of their language from 
the French. They strove to show the richness and variety of the French 
by exhuming o!d words of the days of Marot, and drawing the most ex- 
pressive words from the various patois of the provinces. But while they 
thus contributed to the elevation and development of their language, 
they perilled its purity and naturalness by their love for classical learn- 
ing. They saved it from the Italian, but they alinost surrendered it to 
the Greek and the Latin. How are the style of Amyot, the translator 
of Plutarch, and that of the genial Montaigne tinged with the coloring 
of their ancient masters and models! Ronsard, the poet laureate of 
the court of Carles IX., and the cirele of poets whom he called his 
Pléiade, introduced not only elassical thoughts and idioms, but some- 
times Greek and Latin words into their verses, 

“Leur muse en frangais parla gree et latin.” 


But, happily for the fortunes of the language, Malherbe appeared, 
“the tyrant of words and syllables.” His taste, his studies, and his po- 
sition all fitted him for the work of reformation to which he was called. 
He hated Greek and the whole classical school of poets in France. He 
turned with delight to Villon and Marot, and studied the language of 
the people. He declared that the porters of grain spoke the best French. 
In the spirit of the severest criticism he scanned every metaphor, 
weighed every word, and insisted on the utmost clearness of conception 
and expression. While in the egonies of death he suddenly rese up in 
bed, and in violent terms corrected the bad pronunciation of his atten- 
dants. His confessor having gently reproved him for his outburst of 
passion at such a time. he replied, “I will defend the purity of the 
French language even to the moment of my death.”

as many co-adjutors in muslin and parasols as possible. But why coufine col- 
lege honors simply to honorary membership? Why not grant other titles to 
the deserving? Gazzaniga might very appropriately be named a Doctress of 
Musie, after the London fashion, while the eminently artistic trills of La- 
Grange would certainly entitle her to be appointed A.M.—Artium Magistra 
—Mistress of Arts, a title quite applicable, in fact, to any fascinating lady 
whatever, particularly if we give it the Cockney pronunciation and turn arts 
into hearts. This appointing ladies merely honorary members of literary 
societies suggests, however, the idea that their active presence in such socie- 
ties would ultimately prove a very great improvement in many respects. 
Seriously, we have sometimes thought that if certain branches of young gentle- 
men’s edueation evdd be conducted in connection with that of ladies, it would 
be tor the advantage of both. Literary debate, oratory and composition, bor- 
row ingenuity, grace, and spirit from being practised in connection with the 
other sex, and such joint pursuits are of incalculable value as giving to the 
young of both sexes a more accurate conception of the true nature and habit- 
ual current of each other’s minds and thoughts. Such associations are not 
unfrequent in the country, and we know that in almost every instance they 
prove eminently beneficial, not only to the intellects, but also to the morals 
of those belonging to them —Phila.

Harvarp Cotiece Linrary.—The annual examination, by the committee 
appointed by the overseers of Harvard College, for visiting the library, took 
place, Friday, July 3d. Governor Washburn presided, and Mr. George Liver- 
more was secretary. From the report which was read to the committee by 
Mr. J. L. Sibley, the librarian, it appears that there are in all the libraries 
connected with the University, 114,000 volumes, besides a very large num- 
ber of unbound pamphlets. The library of Gore Hall alone contains 74,000 
volumes and more than 30,000 unbound pamphlets. The whole number of 
volumes added to the library the past year is 4,256, of which 3,594 were 
gilts, 

Lisrary or Brown Universitry.—We learn from the Providence Journal, 
that the library of this institution is in a very flourishing condition. A care 
ful enumeration, just made by the librarian, gives 28,208 bound volumes 
upon its shelves, of which 18,000 volumes have been added within the past 
fiiteen years. Besides these bound volumes, the library has upwards of 
150) unbound pamphlets, which have been accumulating for many years. 
The number of volumes circulated during the year ending July 3, is 3959 Of 
this number, 2741 were taken out by under-graduates, 635 by graduates, 
clergymen, ete., and 583 by the college officers. The library is for general 
refirence and consultation rather than for cireulation; consequently, more 
books by far are used in the library room than are taken from it. No book 
is missing, aud only one book has been lost during the year. 


New Magaztve.—In relation to the new magazine to be published by 
Messrs. Puitutrs, Sampson & Co., the Boston Journal remarks:—* Such an 
effort, resolutely formed and sirongly based, is now soon to be developed by 
the wealthy and enterprising publishing house of Phillips, Sampson & Co., of 
this city. “They propose to start, early the coming Fall, The Northern Mag- 
azine, monthly, at three dollars a year, to be altogether original, and to aim 
at the highest literary and political character, ‘The best of our American 
writers have been secured for its pages, and an agent of the publishers is 
now in England to secure aid in that quarter, Such men as Emerson, Long- 
fellow, Lowell, Hawthorne, Huntington, Felton and Agassiz, are to be its 
master-spirits. It will, like the first-class British Reviews, discuss affairs of 
State—the higher grade of polities—and seek to give food for strong men, 
not milk for babes, on all the greater themes of practical life, as well as to 
separate the false from the true, the low from the high in our struggles after 
an American literature. The advent of this important enterprise will be 
awaited with interest, and its progress watched with eager and hopeful curi- 
osity and favor.” 


Bavrimore Peavovy Ixstirure.—Mr. George Peabody, on learning that a 
selection of any of the sites considered eligible for the Institute to be built by 
his bounty in the city of Baltimore, would involve an outlay beyond the ap- 
| propriations within the means at the disposal of the Trustees, has instructed 

his bankers to honor the drafts of the Trustees, to the amount of $350,000 in- 
stead of $300,000 as originally intended. Hopes are now entertained that 
the plans will be ready so that the edifice may be begun the present 
season. 





A New Anecpore or Rogers tue Porr.—We have heard a good story of 
Rogers, not before published, we believe. In the later years of his life, his 
memory became weak and defective, although by one of those freaks which 
govern Mnemonies, it would reeall circumstances which occurred years ago, 
with distinetness, only that the past appeared to his “mind’s eye” like the 
| present. Not long before his death he had a long and pleasant interview 
with an American publisher, in the course of which Rogers said: “ You are 
a bookseller, | believe, Mr. X. ; and there isa clever American author, some 
of whose works I have read with great interest; his name is Mr. Alexander 
Hamilton, If he should publish any new volumes, I wish you would send 
me a copy."—. Y. Mirror. 


Tuomas Cartyte. A gentleman from this city, now in Europe, lately paid 
a Visit to this distinguished writer. He found him living at Chelsea on the 
Thames, in the simplest manner, in a small house, in quite a retired situa- 
tion. He talks much of American affairs, still holding to his old opinion that 
Franklin is our greatest man. Ile said he had some years ago read a book 
which gave a much better account of the higher sort of character in New 
England, than anything he had seen since Franklin’s writings. That book, 
he said, gave him an insight into the real, inner life of the highest natures, 
and was a most valuable work, It was the Memoir of the Buckminsters, by 
Mrs. Lee.—Boston Transcript.

Opscené Prints anv Pusrications Brit.—Lord Campbell moved the second 
reading of this bill, by which he proposes to give power to the police, after 
obtaining a warrant on affidavit, to enter any house where improper publi- 
‘ations are sold, and to seize and carry them away.—Lord Brougham, while 
heartily agrecing that the trade sought to be suppressed is of a most infa- 
mous and disgusting character, suggested that it would be impossible to de- 
fine clearly what an obscene book is. Many works of art, and many of the 
writings of modern and ancient poets, might be objected to on the ground 
that parts of them are obscene —Lord Campbell said he by no means de- 
signed to extend his measure to such cases as had been alluded to by his 
noble and learned friend, but only to such publications as have the single 
purpose of corrupting the morals and shocking the decency of any well-regu- 
lated mind, bales of which are imported into this country. Ile would take 
as a test ouly books for the sale of which an indictment would lie. 

The Lord Chancellor and Lord Lyndhurst spoke to the same effect as Lord 
Brougham; and Lord Lyndhurst put some imaginary, but at the same time 
possible, cases, to prove his assertion that the bill was impracticable, Having 
given Dr. Johuson’s definition of “ obscenity,” which turns chiefly on the 
idea of immodesty and unchastity, his Lordship continued -—* Under this 
bill, a pohceman might apply to a magistrate for a warrant authorizing him 
to seize anything which might happen in his view to be obscene. He would 
go to a magistrate, who would issue his warrant, and, armed with that, he 
might go to Colnaghi’s, and say, “ | want to look at a print of Jupiter and 
Antiope”—a picture which represents a woman asleep—very beautiful— 
with a strange expression in her countenance, herself perfeetly naked, and a 
satyr standing by her side, with an expression in his face showing most dis- 
tinctly what are his feelings. The policeman seizes it. ‘ By what authori- 
ty #” asks the shopkeeper, “ Lord Campbell’s Act,” he replies; and, despite 
all reonstrance, the print and printseller are carried before the magistrate, 
| who, if he took the same view as the policeman, would probably seutence 
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the one to be destroyed, and the other to imprisonment. (Hear, hear.) There 
are many other valuable prints of the same description—‘ The Rape of 
Danaé,” for instance, which would come most distinctly within this act, and 
be liable to seizure. The shopkeeper might be imprisoned for exhibiting it, 
while the painting from which it was engraved would be hanging in the 
large square room in the Louvre, in front of an ottoman on which the most 
delicate-minded women in the world might be seen daily assembled contem- 
plating its beauties. (Hear, hear.) But this was only one part of the case. 
Suppose the policeman happens to go inside the studio or residence of a sculp- 
tor; he might see the statue of a man perfectly naked, or a naked group—a 
cast, perhaps, from one of Palladio’s groups—and, as all the statues from the 
antique are naked, and some of them in attitudes which he (Lord Lyndhurst) 
did not choose to describe, of course they would be seized, and the artist 
would be liable to punishment. There is a third class of works that would 
be liable to seizure under his noble and learned friend’s bill—those of the 
etv’s. Not a circulating library in the country but would be open to an in- 
ormation, and their books to seizure. The policeman looks over the eata- 
logue, and finds Rochester’s poems, with which his noble and learned friend 
was doubtless familiar (“ hear, hear,” and a laugh): those mght be seized. 
He (Lord Lyndhurst) admitted that there is as much difference between the 
licentiousness of Rochester and that of the ancient classics as there is between 
the nakedness of an Indian and that of a common prostitute. But they might 
. go further: there was the great master of English poetry—Dryden. He had 
translated some of the worst parts of Ovid—some of the most licentious epis- 
tles of Ovid to his mistress ; but, beyond these, there was not a single volume 
of that great master which would not come under the denunciation of his 
noble and learned friend’s bill. And what would his noble and learned 
friend say to the bulk of modern French novels? Was there anything, either 
ancient or modern, calculated to excite licentious desires equal to those? 
There was nothing that he had mentioned that would not, under this bill, be 
liable to seizure. Every library and every bookseller’s shop would be ex 
posed to expurgation at the hands of the police; not even ‘Don Quixote 
could be retained.” Ie moved that the bill be read a second time that day 
six months. 

At the conclusion of Lord Lyndhurst’s remarks, Lord Campbell rose and 
said, speaking with great emphasis :—‘t My noble and learned friend’s argu- 
ment goes to this, that all remedy for this evil should be put an end to. He 
says ” Here Lord Lyndhurst rose to order. His noble and learned friend 
had no right to reply until the end of the debate. ‘To this, Lord Campbell 
replied that, as an amendment had been moved, he was privileged to speak. 
Lord Brougham and Redesdale thought differently, and a somewhat excited 
and angry controversy ensued; Lord Campbell frequently beginning his 
observations afresh, and being as constantly interrupted. At length, the 
Lord Chancellor decided the rule in his favor, when Lord Campbell said 
that, having asserted and maintained his right, he was perfectly willing to 
waive it—Lord Wensleydale then opposed the bill on the same ground as 
that assumed by its other opponents.—Lord Wynford spoke in favor of the 
measure.—Lord Campbell repiied, and observed that the very word “ ob- 
scene,” to which Lord Lyndhursé objected, is the word used in the form of 
indictment under the existing law, aud it was left for the jury to determine 
the application. “His noble and learned friend seemed under great appre- 
hension lest that choice collection of literature, which had evidently made a 
deep impression on his mind, should be seized. He could dispel ‘his noble 
and learned friend’s fears, His collection, whether literary or artistic, would 
be in no danger; for his noble and learned friend, he imagined, did not 
mean to sell it or exhibit it, but to keep it for his private gratification and 
the amusement of his leisure hours.” (Cheers and laughter.) There would 
be no difficulty in introducing words which should draw the distinction re- 
quired.—Earl Granville said that, as his noble and learned friend was ready 
to introduce words removing objections, he thought the best way would be 
to permit the bill to be read a second time.—This was accordingiy done.—

time for the purpose, although very urgently solicited before Mr. Barry was 
called in. Mr. Barry has gone over the whole of the premises, purchased in the 
first instance by the national fund raised about ten years ago, and since ma- 
terially added to by the supplemental and most liberal gift of an individual 
of the same name as the great dramatist’s father, who for a number of years 
occupied the house and garden in Henley street.
